The used car dealer's image as a rapacious, unscrupulous highbinder 
got started in the years immediately after World War II. A public starved 
for consumer goods was willing to pay any price for the first cars off the 
reconverted assembly lines = So used car dealers drove the cars across the 
street from new car agencies to their own lots? jacked the prices up, and 
assaulted the airwaves with commercials bearing little relationship to the 
conditions actually prevailing on these lots* 

The surprising thing about used car dealing is that no simulation 
game based on it was published until 1972a It's Dealer's Choice , by Par- 
ker Brothers, P. 0. Box 900, Salem s Mass,, 01970. it retails at $6, but I 
have picked it up at a discount place for as little as $2. 

Players are supposed to number from 3 to 5$ but it is playable by 2 
or by 61 lately it has been popular among the play-testers at SPIf it is 
a raucous, enjoyable, uncomplicated game which makes no great intellectual 
demands on its players but is a lot of fun. If it really, has been remain- 
dered, then a good game is going at a bargain price; 

ttventy-four automobiles^ depicted on the Auto Cards, are for sales 
they range from a 1925 Mercedes-Benz listing at $10,000 down to a 1959 Ed- 
sel, a "1971 VW, a Checker Cab. ; and a Ha rl by nog with list prices of $2,000 
each. In addition to these list prices, each player has his own blue book, 
drawn from ten included with the set* These blue books set various other 
prices on the cars - the prices that they are worth to the player who holds

Players may, as they are allowed by the cards they hold, buy cars from the 
Auto Exchange, or sell them at either list or bluebook prices. (The Auto 
Exchange operates something like the bank of Monopoly; ) !£hey may also buy 
them from one another, after bargainings If the seller asks a price which 
the buyer thinks too high, the buyer may ask to "Look Under the Hood". 
If the seller's price is at or below his blue book price, the seller must 
pay it plus $1000, but if the seller was bluffing, he must let it go at 
blue book price minus $1000. 

Players may also play cartfe indicating that one of their opponent's 
cars is wrecked, stolen- or burnedo If the owner of the afflicted car can 
pl^y an insurance cart} he recovers list price. In addition to collision, 
theft, fire, or comprehensive insurance, there are "Fly By Night" insurance 
cards for protection against such things as leaky galoshes or roving bands 
of chickens. 

The game ends when all the Auto Cards have entered play, and when one 
player is out of cars* Players then total up their cash on hand and the 
value of their own cars according to their own blue books* high man wins» 
(The currency is identical to that used in Parker Brother's game C areers * ) 

One feature which other games might well copy is the "Organizer", a 
circular plastic matrix with slots in which unused cards and the various 
denominations of game money are separately filed. The "Organizer" also 
makes it possible to charge a high price for the game, since otherwise it 
consists merely of cards, money* and the blue books<> The game bears a 
strong similarity to the same publisher's Masterpiece * in which the objects 
bid for are great works of art rather than cars, and values can range from 
astronomical amounts down to "Forgery?. Both games have a slightly cynical 
approach to the whole matter of appraisals and dealings in these items.

If you ask, 
he's willing, to reserve a book.

This time I am reviewing a book that is definitely out-of-print. It is the play 
If by Edward M, ?lunkett-Ernle-Erl«-Dra#, Eighteenth Lord Dunsany, published by Putnam 
in 1922.' Dunsany, like his fellow-countryman Jonathan Swift, was a satirist. Unlike 
Swift, he was gentle; whereas Swift would use symbols such as excrement to indicate the 
nastiness of society, &insany would use a note saying: tt It is hot Proper for you to lie 
there" to indicate, its stuffiness. 

As If •pens, we see its hero, John Beall, being refused a seat on a train to Lon- 
don. The play sl&ps ten years. John is Properly married, and doing well in an import 
business. An Arab, who used to sell John 1 s firm rugs, turns up in London, Broke. Ap- 
proaching 1 John's firm, he asks for some money. He is about to be given ten shillings 
when J«bn points out that the firm has made thousands of pounds from the Arab's mer- 
* ohahdise,' and give? him fifty pounds In gratitude, the Arab gives John a crystal which, 
he claims, will enable John t© change any single event in his life. John decides that 
the only thing that h% regrets is kht having caught that train ten years ago. Ha knows 
that having caught the train would have made no change in his life, but it rankles him.
